As Legislature 
Nears End 


SACRAMENTO—With the 1937 ses- 
sion of the legislature nearing a close, 
Republicans in both the Assembly and 
Senate are awaiting news on the long 
promised Democratitc program at this 
meeting of the legislature. 


Last January, Democrats, under the 
leadership of William Mosley Jones, 
first Democratic speaker in more than 
40 years, appointed a steering commit- 
tee and announced they would present 
a complete program of bills to the leg- 
islature. 


The steering committee was headed 
by Assemblyman Henry Meehan, 
speaker pro tem of the Assembly. 

Republicans are now speculating as 
to whether the following bills will be 
a part of the Democratic program: A 
bill by Hawkins, Rosenthal, Clark and 
others, repealing the state sales tax 
which supports California’s public 
schools; bills by Reaves, Flint, Yorty, 
Fulcher, and Turner, legalizing book- 
makers; Patterson, severance tax on 
all natural resources including gold; 
Richie and others, repeal of the crim- 
inal syndicalism law; Andreas, putting 
the state in the wholesale liquor busi- 
ness; Reaves, repeal of the striped bass 
law, fought for so strenuously for years 
by the sportsmen; Hunt, prohibiting 
the sale of any soft drink containing

tax on every smoker in California;

Senate Ponders 
Pension Act 


Hornblower Bill 
Passed Assembly 
On Thursday 


SACRAMENTO (lP—A liberlized old 
age pension measure which sailed 
through the Assembly without opposi- 
tion, moved to the Senate today as the 
legislature began a march through im- 
portant bills previously held back 
pending final action on the 1937-39 
budget. 

Six hours after the Lower House sus- / 
tained Governor Frank F. Merriam’s 
alterations in the $438,000,000 budget 
bill, thereby enacting the document 
and clearing theway for action on ap- 
propriation measures, the members 
voted, 78 to 0, to pass the Hornblower 
pension proposal. \ 

Introduced by Assemblyman William | 
Hornblower, R., San Francisco, and 45 | 
other members as ABl—the first bill ' 
to appear in the records when the leg- 
islature convened last January—the 
measure would liberlize the present 
pension act by guaranteeing $35 a 
month to eligible recipients and per- 
| mitting a $15 side income without de- 
duction. 

In addition, the recipient could retain 
ownership of his home if it was not 
/ assessed beyond $3,000. The allowable 
1 $15 side income might cover the value 
of foodstuffs produced by the appli- 
cant, income, rent or gifts.
